Why  I  Collect  Silver  Rounds 

by  Doug  Jennings 

Artists,  musicians,  authors,  poets,  and  mythology  are  topic 
assign  to  my  eighth  grade  English  students  for  research  papers.  1  nave 
always  encouraged  them  to  bring  m  visual  aids  to  supplement  the:'* 
written  and  oral  reports.  Through  the  course  of  eighteen  years  o* 
teaching  English  I  have  collected  a  number  of  visual  aic  =  myself,  put 
the  ones  that  have  most  intrigued  me  are  the  struck  silver  rounds 
which  depict  the  areas  of  art,  music,  literature,  and  mytholnov. 

I  don't  know  what  there  is  about  a  frosted,  cameo,  one  or  two 
ounce  silver  round  with  a  painting  by  Degas,  or  a  scene  from 
Canterbury  Tales,  or  a  sonnet  by  Shakespeare,  or  a  bust  of  Beethoven, 
or  a  statue  of  Poseidon  that  makes  it  appeal  to  me.  I  thin!  it  ic  tne 
fact  that  I  can  hold  in  my  hand  the  engraver's  piece  of  art  (the 
round)  which  depicts  another  artist's  work  in  a  different  field.  The 
depth  that  a  struck  round  can  add  to  a  work  of  art  adds  to  my 
enjoyment . 

When  I  first  started  collecting  rounds,  I  collected  just  one  or 
two  ounce  silver  bullion  rounds.  They  were  relatively  inexpensive  anr 
they  were  easily  available.  There  was  also  a  large  variety  to  choose 
from.  Many  times  I  was  able  to  pick  up  an  uncommon  round  for  the  low 
price  of  spot  plus  seventy  to  ninety-five  cents.  Many  of  these  early 
rounds  have  become  the  core  of  my  collection.  I  now  collect  me:rlv* 
rounds  that  have  a  literary,  musical,  artistic,  or  mythological 
connection.  I  was  surprised  at  how  many  of  these  existed.  Man ,  of 
these  have  a  Franklin  Mint  beginning. 

In  closing  I  think  the  biggest  enjoyment  of  collecting  silver 
rounds  is  that  silver  rounds  are  still  for  COLLECTORS.  Tour  collecting 
budget  is  usually  not  as  big  a  factor  as  it  is  in  collecting  other 
e^onumia  or  numismatic  items.  I  would  find  it  hard  to  believe  that 
there  are  many  three  figure  rounds  in  e  istence  let  alone  a  four  or 
five  figure  silver  round.  Silver  rounds  still  basically  belona  to  th^- 
collector  not  an  investor.  You  don't  have  to  worry  is  this  an  M  £5 
silver  round  or  a  64**  You  usually  don't  have  to  worry  about  an  item 
being  counterfeit.  You  just  sit  bad  ,  choose  the  areas  you  want  to 
collect,  and  have  FUN.

Because  of  the  sporadic  availability  of  such 
items  he  would  purchase  duplicate  items  when  they  were  for  sale  to  be 
used" for  trading  purposes.  By  1987,  the  duplicates  exceeded  80  different 
items.  Therefore,  Arnold  started  the  Black  Exonumia  Division  of 
Winfield  4  Associates,  which  issues  two  (21  mail  order  fixed-price  lists 
per  year,  and  has  a  table  at  three  to  four  Black  Collectibles/Memorabilia 
shows  per  year . 

Winfield  wants  to  purchase,  for  retail  sale,  silver  and  bronze  medals 
and  art  bars  that  are  related  to  black  Americans,  e.g.  Dr.  M.  L.  King,  Jr 
B.  T.  Washington,  Louis  Armstrong  and  Frederick  Douglass. 

Many  of  the  trade  tokens  issued  by  black-owned  businesses  give  no  indi¬ 
cation  of  the  ethnic  origin  of  the  owner.  Winfield  would  appreciate 
the  club's  help  in  identifying  your  local  black-owned  businesses, 
black  fraternal  chapters,  etc.
